SKIMMING SURFACE A CRIME 


So Says E. R. Parsons, writing in the 


Dry Farming Congress 
Bulletin ; 

This: fall I have received so many 
letters of the same tenor that an ans- 
wer through the Bulletin would seem 
desirable. One farmer writes: “I 
have been plowing my land about 
five inches; following strictly. all the 
rules laid down for the conservation 
of moisture, but getting only about 
ten bushels.to the acre, which -is 
hardly payable. 
my yield?” The trouble’ with this 
man is the trouble with all—farming 
too much on the surface. Deep plow- 
ing, deep rooting, and holding the 


moisture where it cannot evaporate, | 


is the only antidote. 

Besides the loss of moisture engen- 
dered by shallow plowing, we have to 
consider an equally serious evil—the 
combustion of humus. There is no- 
thing facilitates this as much as shal. 
low plowing and . frequent shallow 
tilling. 

Secretary Wilson has already drawn 
our atention to this by denoting it as 
“a vicious system of farming,” and 
the only way around it, as I pointed 
out at the time, is by plowing deeper 
and cultivating the fallow less, but 

utting it in better shape for accumu- 
ating moisture.

OTWITHSTANDING all that 
has been written and uttered 
regarding “man’s inhumanity 
to man,” the first impulse of 

the average man is to help a fellow 
being in distress, This is well exem- 
plified by the agility with which half 
a dozen people unasked will chase a 
hat that has been blown off. 

When accident or disease occurs in, 
the household, however, successful! as- 
sistance is not so easily rendered as in 
the case of the wind blown hat. The 
most willing hands and heads may 
bring injury rather than relief through 
an excess of zeal and ignorance of 
how to direct it. 


Fainting Spells. 

Ordinary fainting spells, excluding 
cases of unconsciousness, due to heart 
disease, kidney trouble, apoplexy, etc. 
may be due to a number of causes— 


shock, indigestion, eye strain, lack of!/ 


food, bowel trouble, ete. In such cases! 
the patient should be placed in a re. 
clining position, with the feet higher’ 
than the head and the clothing lovsen-, 
ed about the neck and chest.

Sunstroke. 
The symptoms of sunstroke are very 
high temperature. ranging from 104 


to 112 degrees F., congested coupnte | 


mance, beavy breathing and uncor- 
sciousness. This condition may be 
mistaken for apoplexy if the tempera- 
ture is not taken. 

The remedy is, in a word, cold. If 
it is not possible to give a full ice cold 
bath iced cloths should be applied to 
teb bead, neck and chest and the ex- 
tremities bathed in cold water. The 
application of cold must be continued 
until the temperature drops to oor. 
ma! and resumed if it rises. 

The symptoms of heat exhaustion 
are the reverse of those above describ- 
ed, The temperature may be subpor- 
mal, the face is pale, and there is a 
condition analogous to shock, with a 
bloodiess brain. 

The treatment must be directed 
against these conditions. The appli- 
cation of beat to the body and ex- 
tremities is necessary by means of 
bot water bags, bottles, etc. Coffee, 
essence of ginger or other stimulants 
should be taken internally. The re

Caution.—It is not unusual for phy- 
gsicians to be called in such cases 
im hot weather and find the patient's 
head loyally elevated by anxious 
friends and cold applications being as- 
siduously applied. Although this con- 
dition is due to beat, cold will only ag- 
gravate it. 

Convulsions, Eto. 

Im true epilepsy the patient should 
be made as cowfortable as possible 
during the attack and prevented from 
injuring bimseif. 

Convulsions in children may be due 
to comparatively trivial causes—teeth- 
ing, indigestion, worms, etc. Some- 
times a convulsion is the first sign of 
a serious acute disease, as infectious 
fever, pneumonia, ete. 

The child should be put in a hot 
bath (100 to 104 degrees F.), for about 
five minutes. This will usually control 
the spaxm. and the patient cap be put 
to bed and other necesgary Measures 
taken, especially cleaning out the bow-'

be bound to the limb by handkerchiefs, | 


towels or bandages until surgical aid 
bas been procured, In fractures of the | 


leg one leg may be bound to the other.

If the skin has been broken the frac- | 
ture is termed compound, and extreme | 


care is necessary to prevent further 
laceration or infection of the tissues. 


Wounds. 
Slight punctured or lacerated wounds 
are often negiected or improperly 


treated, owing to the fact that no 
medical aid is sought. For the reason 
that blood poison and lockjaw are not 
uncommon following comparatively 


trivial injuries all wounds sbouid be | 


cleansed as quickly as possible with 
peroxide of hydrogen, turpentine or 
some antiseptic solution. 
gauze pad should then be applied and 
held in place by rubber adbesive plas 
ter or gauze bandages, The use of 
strong antiseptic solutions in wounds 
is no longer customary. When the 
wound is infected, as evidenced by 
heat, redness, swelling or discharge of 
pus, the parts should be cleansed fre- 


quently with peroxide of hydrogen and | 


a simple wet dressing applied as fol- 
lows: A gauze pad is bandaged over 
the wound and kept moist with a sat- 
urated solution of bicarbonate of soda 
in boiled water. Antiseptic solutions 
kill germs, but they also interfere with 
the natural reparative work of the 
body cells, 


Dangers of Carbolic Acid. 
Carbolic acid should be banished 


from the household, except tn the form | 


of carbolated vaseline. ‘This prepara- 
tion may be useful to apply to cuts or 
sores in emergencies. Solutions of car- 
bolic acid constantly applied to the 
extremities, fingers, toes, etc. have 
been known to cause gangrene.

tiseptics, such as a saturated solution 
of boric acid or the official liquor an- 
tisepticus of the United States Phar- 
macopveia.
